JAPAN READILY | 
GETS BEARINGS: 


Nearly Million People Have 
Left Ruined Cities 
Gigantic Blow to Education 
System is Revealed 


Hopes fur Yokohama to Rise 
Are Waning Fast 


KOBE, Sept. 19. — Scattered 
clouds of molke from funeral 
pyres continue te rise lazily over 
Tokio, and ether gray wreaths 
hang ever Yokohama and every 
town and village in the devastated 
section. 

The exodus of survivors from 
Tokio continues apace, many com- 
ing to this city on the refugee 
ships. The capital has dwindled 
from a city of 2,500,000 to one of 
only 1,600,000. Official estimates 
indicate that 800,000 refugees have 
departed, This leaves 200,000 un- 
for, That figure may 
represent the death toll. Tokio 
had a large birth rate and the 
Slums. which were totally de- 
stroyed. were ewarming with 
children. The total fatalities 
throughout the erea destrored 
may. therefore, reach 360.000, in- 
cluding many infants and children. 

The probleme of relief. recen- 
struction and unemployment are 
being handled well, under the cir- 
cumetances, but every day pre- 
sents a new complication in re- 

the disrupted island. 


SCHOOLS IN RUINS 

A most serious question is the 
rebufiding. of educational tnstitu- 
tiona. In Tokio alone 117 pri- 
mary echools were destroyed. Only 
seventy-nine are left. The famous 
Imperial University and many oth- 
er institutions of higher learning 
are in rulne This le a serious 
blew to educational progress 
Japan, which ts known for its ad- 
ment in learning. 

Tt seems likely that the new ed- 
ueational center will be removed 
from Tokio to Osaka or Kobe, 
Just as the ailk-exporting business 
will be removed from Yokohama. 

The world is prone to consider 
only the material and human 
losses attending a disaster, but the 
disorganization of the forces 
working for the uplift of the na- 
tion is equallv serious. When the 
emergency relief and reconstruc- 
tion work ts finished the task of 
reorgantsing the social fabric will 
come. This may not be completed 
for years 

Hopes that Yokohama will rise 
from its ruing are waning. There 
ie no movement to reconstruct the 
city. all efforts being concentrated 
in Tokio. thus giving force to the 
opinion of foreigners that the port 
and municipality are doomed. 


AMERICANS HELPING 

American Red Cross workers 
from Shangha!l heave arrived and 
are relieving the local workers 
who have toiled unceasingly since 
the arrival of the first refugees. 
The small number of persons in 
the devastated area suffering from 
contagious diseases is remarkable. 
The Tokio sanitation department 
reports only 120 cases of dysen- 
tery and forty-five of typhoid. The 
Kobe authorities report twenty ref- 
ugees suffering from poncontagious 
diseases. lience the danger of an 
epidemic seems slight. 

After encountering a typhoon 
which drove it off its course and 
threatened tt with wreck, the 
steamer West Orowa, carrying 2000 
refugees, finally has reached Kobe 
from. Yokohama. 

The West Orowa left Kobe on 
September d for Yokohama, bear- 
ing a party of forty-five’ relief 
workers headed by J. F. Buckley 
and Dr. J. I. MecSparran, medical 
officer of the Red Cross. Arriving 
in Yokohama, where it unloaded 
emergency supplies and relief 
workers, the vessel took aboard a 
load of refugees which included 
fifty injured. 7 


REFUGERS BRAVE 

Terrible winds were encountered 
shortiy after leaving Yokohama, 
the increasing force of which made 
it impossible to steer a straight 
course. When the vessel failed 
to reach Kobe on schedule time, 
fears were entertained that it had 
been lost. Throughout the ter- 
rific storm, however, refugees 
abeard bore_up bravely despite the 
terrible ordeals which all of them 
had recently undergone. 

Dr. McSparran, who returned on 
the West Orowa, detlares today 
excellent ogress has been 


removing bodies and eliminating 
dangers of an epidemic. Few for- 
eigners or Japanese remain in 
Yokehama, which presents a pic- 
ture ‘of desolation and ruin that is 
almost inconceivable, says Dr. Me- 
Sparran. 

Release of the American-Asiatic 
Fleet from further relief duties on 
the ground that the emergency is 
ended, indicates the great efforts 
made during the two weeks since 
the disaster by American, Japa- 
nese and other naval vessels.

MELLON TALKS

In Conference With He 

Republicans 


Definite Plans for 
Not Devel, 


Bonus ant Probable Porcine 
Bills a Problem

WASHINGTON, Sept. 19-—Tax 
revision posalbilities were discussed 
with Secretary of the Treasury 
Mellon today by Representative 
Green, Republican, Iowa. who will 
be the new chairman of the House 
Ways and Means Committee, and 
Representative Mills, Republican, 
New York, one of the Republican 
members of the committee. 

Mr. Mellon is understood to have 
been adwsed by the House mem- 
bers that it is extremely doubtful 
if it will be possibile to get any 
tax legislation through at thescom- 
ing session of Congress on account 
of chaotic political conditions 
which are Ukely to prevail. 

The political aspects of the sit- 
vation, such as the possible abil- 
ity of radical Republicans and 
the Democrats to block any recom- 
mendations which may be made by 
the administration, are reported to 
have been the chief topic of dis- 
cussion. 


INFORMATION GIVEN 

The Secretary was given frst- 
hand information as to how the 
Ways and Means Committee wil! 
line up and as to the possibility 
that the may secure 
enough places on the committee 
to make control by administration 
Republicans exceedingly preca- 
rious, The radicals already have 
announced their intention of de- 
manding representation in the au- 
ing of five Republican v 
on the committee. 

Secretary Mellon, tt was stated. 
did not disclose just what his rec- 
ommendations relative to tax re- 
vision will be.

They recognize the difficulty 
which willl be confronted in ob- 
taining the approval of anything 
of a controversial nature and ac- 
cordingly are making no plans at 
presem for any general revision of 
the revenue law. They informed 
Secretary Mellon that it may even 
prove impossible to get thrdugh 
any administrative changes. 

Representative Green sald, fol- 
lowing the conference that wheth- 
er any reduction in the aggregate 
of taxation is possible depends to 
a large extent upon what action 
may be taken on the soldier do- 
nus bill, the public buildings bil! 
and other similar measures. With 
none of these measures involving 
the expenditure of large sums of 
money. Mr. Green said that an ag- 
gregate tax reduction of from 
$200.000,000 to $3°90.000.000 an- 
nually might be possible. 

The agitation for a reduction tn 
taxes will be directed both toward 
a cut of 1 or per cent in nor- 
mal tax rates on individual in- 
comes and also toward the elimi- 
nation of some of the present mis 
cellaneous taxes which are obnox- 
fous to certain industries.

Germany Declared Ready 
to Increase Sum; Poincare 


Will Not Dicker 


(BY DisPaToR) 

PARIS, Sept. 19.—Germasy, it 
is semiofficially reported here to- 
day, has made another offer of 
settioment with France and Bel- 
gium through the Belgian Am- 
bessador. 

This latest offer to end the eco- 
nomic warfare between the for- 
mer enemy nations is said to con- 
tain an offer to pay more than 
39,090,000,000 gold marks: to 
cease passive resistance if expelled 
Germans are permitted to return 
to their fatherland and all Ger- 
mans held prisoners in France and 
Belgium are released; to place
